then appropriated 5100,000 farther for the 
erection of permanent buildings.

to the stock growing and other agricult- 
ural interests. The state is free from 
debt acd the railroads now pay tho state 
taxes.

meetings was to arrange an amalgamation 
between tho bodies represented by thu:n, Tim 
two bodies are practically one, as them are 
very few delegates in oithor that are not del- 
egates to tbo othor. Thursday morning buUi 
organizations practically resolved to unite- 
and the union will bo consummated in very 
short order now. In tlio fodoratod congress 
n resolution was adopted urging working- 
men to prepare to moke a unit.tl oll'ort lo 
agree on tlio subject oC an eight-hour day, 
so that at tlio next annual congress deilnicrt 
action may bo had that shall be binding on 
every member of tho unions in tho United 
States and Canada, tho object being to llx a 
day when the system shall go into effect 
everywhere at onco. Tho federation ad- 
journed for tho day. 


The conference held a meeting in the after- 


noon and resolvod itse:t into a meeting of the 
federation and listened to reports as to the 
condition of tho unions, number of members, 
etc. 
Tho report was withheld from the 


press. 


No committee had mot the Powderly com- 


miftoo until Thursday night and tho result 
of that meeting had not transpired nt a luto 
hour. There is a good deal of criticism at 
tho way business is dragging along. Neither 
convention cau moot except while tho othor 
is adjourned, bocauso nearly u!l tho delegates 
arc accredited to both, and tho question is 
asked why thoy don't consolidate at once and 
not bo so long about it. At a mass-meeting 
hold Thursday night McGuire, Wright and 
others spoke. Their remarks wero generally 
directed to the necessity ot organization, 
and especially trades unions. They did not 
believe that ono craftsliould arbitrate for an- 
other, but advocated that thoy stand by and 
assist each other. • 


MAN WITH A GLASS EYE. 


LONDON, Doc. 10. —Counsel for tho duke of 


Murlborough opened the case for tho defense 
in tho Campbell divorce trial Thursday.
